In response to the restriction requirement, Applicants elect Group II (Claims 19-36) for 
prosecution in the present application.

If the search and examination of an entire application can be made 
without serious burden, the examiner must examine it on the merits, even 
though it includes claims to independent or distinct inventions.

The non-elected Group is directed to a method for manufacturing fiber-reinforced resin 
articles and the elected Group is drawn to fiber-reinforced resin articles. A proper search for art 
related to the elected Group would necessarily include the classes and subclasses relevant to a 
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search for the non-elected Group. Thus, examination of all the claims would not present "a 
serious burden" on the Examiner. Applicants therefore respectfully request that the present 
restriction requirement be withdrawn.
